Dr. Kotaro Tanaka, chief jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court, will 
be Japan's vandidate in the com- 
ing election to name five new 
judges to the _ International 
Court of Justice at The Hague, 
the Foreign Office announced 
yesterday, 

Dr. Tanaka, 69, was selected 
as a candidate Monday by Arbi- 
tration Court Judges Shigeru 
Kuriyama, Kenzo Takayanagi, 
Kumao Nishimura and Kisaburo 
Yokota, 

Kuriyama has twice stood for 
election to the international tri- 
bunal since Japan became a 
member of the court in 1954. 
He was defeated both times. 

The justices whose terms ex- 
pire next February are the 
American, Russian, Pakistani, 
Norwegian and Uruguayan ju- 
rists now serving with 10 other 
judges 

The " election is expected to 
take place at the 15th United 
Nations cessions this autumn.

3-Nation Task Force 
Planned by NATO 


PARIS (AP)—The North At- 
lantic Allianee is considering 
creating a unified French-Brit- 


ish-American force armed with 


nuclear weapons, Gen. Lauris 
Norstad, Supreme Allied Com- 
manded in Europe announced 
Wednesday. 

Each country would provide 
one battalion to the force, 


unified commander and staff. 

Norstad said each unk would 
amount to 2,500 to 3,000 men. 
Later two more countries would 
adda ba*talion each. 

The force would be armed 
with conventional as well as 
nuclear weapons, Norstad said, 
adding that he wanted it to 
have the widest range of capab- 
lity. 

Norstad sald aircraft and ap- 
propriate naval forces would be 
related to the new mobile task 
force. They will be organized 
so that they can be 
promptly and effectively, he 
said. 

On another subject, Norstad 
said that the number of missile 
battalions under his command 
had doubled during the past 
year. He did not indicate the 
exact number. At a November 
press conference, Norstad spoke 


of 30 battalions which should 
be increased to 100 by 1963. 


Norstad said the new unit 
would be a mobile task force in 
the alliance. It would be de- 
signed, he said, for use wherev- 
er it is militarily or politically 
necessary throughout the NATO 
area. 

Norstad told a news confer- 
ence it had been firmly decided 
to move ahead in this field and 
to establish the force in the 
course of next year.

Refutes Soviet Claim 


Japan Sees Good Haul 
Of Chum Salmon in ’60 


MOSCOW (Kyodo) — Japan 
Tuesday disagreed with the So- 
viet prediction of a poor chum 
salinon catch this year and said 
a catch equal to last season’s 
catch can be obtained. 

Japan's delegation to the Ja- 
pan-Soviet Fishery Committee's 
scientific and technical subcomit- 
tee said it did not believe there 
had been any depletion in chum 
salmon spawned in 1955 and 
1956, 

It estimated resources were 
equal to 1959, when Japan and 
Russia caught some 84,000 tons 
of chum salmon in restricted 
northwest Pacific waters. 

Monday, Russia declared 
chum salmon resources were ex- 
pected to be extremely poor 


this yelr, as was the case 
in 1957 when the two countries 
managed to catch only around 
60,000 tons, 

Meanwhile, Japanese delega- 
tes said Tuesday that Tatsuno- 
suke Takasaki, president of the 
Dai-Nippon Fishery Association, 
should come to Moscow some- 
time in the middle of April. 

It had been reported that 
Takasaki was considering post- 
poning .his trip to Moscow. He 
was originally slated to visit 
Russia around March 25.

Japan, Russia Sign 
Trade Agreement 


Japan and the Soviet Union yesterday signed their first post- 
war long-term trade agreement, providing for an estimated $440 
million trade over a three-year period. 

Nobuhiko Ushiba, director of the Foreign Office Economic 
and Leonid I. Zorin, director of the Soviet 


Trade Ministry’s First Import 
Bureau, signed for their coun- 
tries. 


The signing ceremony at the 
Foreign Office climaxed three 
months of negotiations that be 
gan in Tokyo Dec. 16. 

The agreement will be retro- 
active to Dec. 6, 1959, and re- 
main valid until Dec. 31, 1962. 

The agreement consists of the 
main text, an exchange docu- 
ment and a protocol attached 
to the exchange document. 

The export and import items 
for the three years are listed in 
the protocol. 

Under the agreement, Japan is 
to export $230 million and im- 
port $210 million worth of goods 
from the Soviet Union in the 
next three years. .-

Big Three Delay Defying 
Air Ceiling Over Berlin 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The 
big three allies unexpectedly de- 
layed Tuesday notifying Russia 
of their intention of defying a 
Soviet-imposed 10,000-foot ceil- 
ing on supply flights to West 
Berlin. 

Top officials gave no expla- 
nation for the delay. But they 
insisted it did not change their 
confidential joint decision to re- 
sume such flights soon—regard- 
less of Soviet objections. 

For the second straight day. 
the U.S. State Department re- 
fused to confirm or deny reports 
of such an American-British- 
French plan. 

A spokesman, however, told 
a news conference: 

“There is no altitude limita- 
tion whatsoever that we recog- 
nize.”

Japan to Give 10 Scrolls 
By Fukuda to Columbia U. 


sented to Columbia in 1951 by 
Dr. Hideki Yukawa, Japan's 
Nobel Prize winning physicist 
and a friend of Fukuda, The 
remaining 20 will be presented 
to Dr. Grayson Kirk, president 
of Columbia, by Mitsuo Tanaka, 
Japanese consul general in New 
York. 

Fukuda, inspired by his 
travels in China at the begin- 
ning of this century, toiled for 
nearly eight years before he 
completed his first set-of 30 
scrolls in 1920. They were de- 
stroved in the great Kanto 
earthquake that leveled Tokyo 
and Yokohama on Sept. 1, 1923. 

Fukuda made a second set of 
acrolis, but they were destroyed 
during the World War II bomb- 
ings of Japan. 

The persevering Japanese 
artist was encouraged to try a 
third set im 1949. It happened 
that President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, then president of Colum- 
bia, was visiting Yukawa at a 
hospital in New York and notic- 
ed one of Fukuda’s water colors, 
a gift to the physicist. 

Eisenhower praised the work, 
and when Yukawa relayed this 
praise to Fukuda the artist 
began work again on his monu- 
mental project. The scrolls 
unroll horizontally, each in a 
paulownia wood box, and show 
scenes along the Yangtze River. 

“The people of Hyogo Pre- 
fecture and my family and I 
deem it a signal honor that the 
consummation of Japanese 
artist's life work will be pre- 
served for all time in your re- 
nowned university,” Fukuda 
wrote to Kirk when the entire 
set was completed. 

“There would be no greater 
joy than to have this become 
a permanent bond of friendshi 
between America and Japan. 

Fukuda also sent to Kirk a 
letter from Masaru Sakamoto, 
Hyogo Prefecture governor, 
who said the entire population 
of the prefecture “wish these 
painting by him, which are 
more or less characteristic of 
Japanese culture, will be of heip 
in further strengthening friend- 
ly relations between Japan and 
the United States.”

London Times Supports —

LONDON (AP)—The indepen- 
dent London Times said Wed- 
nesday that Soviet policy to- 
ward Japan is being conducted 
with “Stalinist rigidity and sus- 
picion.” 


Taking issue for the Japa- 
nese, the influential newspaper 
editorially rejected Soviet 
claims that Japan has unsettled 
peace in the Far East by sign- 
ing a security treaty with the 
United States, 


It claimed the Soviets had 
probably thrown in this charge 
in order “to salve the Russian 
conscience” for not returning 
the islands of Habomai and Shi- 
kotan to Japan.

Movies in Review 


No matter how you look at 
it, “Suddenly Last Summer,” 
opening on March 15 at the 
Yurakuza, is really “Way Down 
East” gone wrong. Tennéssee 
Williams’ most recent comment 
on morals amd manners in the 
Deep South, it is also the latest, 
and most probably the last of 
the American-Gothic melodra- 
mas. Instead of erring daugh- 
ters and unwanted babies and 
fiights-into-the-snow, we now 
have carnivorous mothers, ho- 
mosexual sons, and cannibalism. 


Yet the effect is the same: 
both “Go, and never darken 
this door again” and “They 


had gouged away parts of him 
with their gobbling mouths” 
are equally unbelievable. 


Not that Williams and Gore 
Vidal (who wrote it) and 
Joseph L. Mankiewicz (who di- 
rected) and all the actors don’t 
try awfully hard, they do. 
Everyone is very serious, very 
intense, very obsessed, very 
doomed—and, quite uninten- 
tionally, very funny. 

But what else could they be, 
given a story like this? Mother 
Katherine Hepburn wants Doc- 
tor Montgomery Clift to per- 
form a lobotomy on Niece 
Elizabeth Taylor who is appar- 
ently mad. Only she isn’t, she 
is being kept in an asylum be- 
cause she knows something 
about her cousin’s death that 
mother doesn’t want known. 


Little by little, it all comes 
out. Elizabeth tells how the 
dead cousin used first his moth- 
er, then, when she was no 
longer attractive enough, her- 
self, to procure for him. How, 
for example, he made her wear 
a shameless bathing suit In a 
little Spanish resort town in 
order to attract the boys. 


But the cousin is not a nice, 
normal, sick homosexual; 
rather, he is a bad, nasty, sick 
one. He is so awful that even- 
tually the boys gang up on him 
and (as Elizabeth says: “You 
won't believe this, oh, no one 
could believe this”) apparent 
eat him. It appears that they 
were very hungry, these boys. 


If the film had some sort of 
allegorical or symbolic preten- 
sions, then one might be able 
to swallow such a bizarre hy- 
pothesis, but all is rigidly 
naturalistic and the acting (in- 
tense, oh, but intense) is quite 
realistic. We are asked to be- 
lieve, and we cannot. 

If we get Interested from 
time to time, however, it is al- 
most entirely due to Director 
Mankiewicz (who is fond of 
reviewing a dead man’s past 
and has had lots of practice, 
having written “Citizen Kane,” 
helped on “Sunset Boulevard,” 
and directed “The Barefoot 
Contessa”) and Miss Taylor.

“The Mating Game” is one of 
those paeans to the naive and 
simple life which the compli- 
cated and sophisticated film in- 
dustry from time to time pro- 
duces.

ship through powerful half- 
symbolic imagery, as he has 
shown in such films as “Gold” 
or “Rebellion of the Hanged.” 

And it must be admitted that 
the strength of “Das Toten- 
schiff” is above everything else 
its story. Since cinema is a 
visual art, it is possible to 


‘create goodiooking films out of 


a skimpy script by means of 
wise direction and good acting 
‘and photographic tricks. But 
such films, like inflated 
rhetoric, carry no final impact 
which can only come from 
moral conviction. 

“Das Totenschiff” is a vitally 
meaningful picture representing 
no decorous theme, or clever 
witticisms. It is grim, raw and 
relentless to the end. However, 
| it does look like one of those 
|clever creations in which a 
| single accident touches off in- 
ieredible entanglements and 
monstrous results. And it is 
| possible to mistake it for e 
‘of the stilted, vacuous a¥ns 
| with claims to lots of art. 
| A sailor forgets his marine 
registration book and money in 
pone last house he visited at a 
port where his ship touched.

society. Evidence and proof is 
everything in a modern social 
mechanism. Without the vital 
papers to identify him, he is 
an eternal outcast to whom 
honest living is denied.

any other sailors, or where 
our young sallor boy meets a 
watchman’s daughter (Elke 
Sommer) on a desolate border 
railway and spends a night in 
her home.

The unexpectedly large deficit 
in the January balance of pay- 
ments and indications of a Feb- 
ruary deficit also, following the 
barely balanced position in De- 
cember, have given rise to spe- 
culations over the future of the 
balance of payments trend. 


However, the responsible au- 
thorities do not admit that there 
has been any basic and long- 
term reversal in the surplus 
trend at the moment. The dis- 
cussion here is in reference to 
os foreign exchange ac- 
cotnt after adjusting the defer- 
red payment balance, 


Even the usually pessimistic 
and highly cautious Bank of 
Japan is not too excited about 
the recent trend and would ra- 
ther wait and watch than take 
new monetary measures. For 
the bank is quite aware that 
the current business situation is 
highly favorable with stable 
price and market trends, des- 
pite the persistently expanding 
production and shipment, and 
growing foreign exchange re- 
serves, 


But this does not mean that 
the situation will be allowed 
to drift. Although no new 
measures will be taken, the 
current credit measures will be 
strictly enforced. 


The monetary managers are 
agreed that as yet it is too 
early to pass definite judgment 
as to the direction of the bal- 
ance of payments in the absence 
of more substantial data. The 
Bank of Japan attitude may 
have been influenced by past 
criticisms of undue an@ possi- 
bly unwarranted cautiousness as 
well as considerations over the 
Government moves in the direc- 
tion of liberalizing foreign trade 
and foreign exchange which 
may be adversely affected by 
excessive fears on the balance 
of payments position especially 
if followed by stronger mone- 
tary measures.

This statement is all very well but it cannot conceal 
the fact that India has been the victim of wholly un- 
warrantable aggression on the part of the Chinese Reds. 
To the outside world, it is still somewhat of a mystery 
why the Peiping Government should have encroached on 
Indian territory in the manner it has done. 
territorial expansion is perhaps part of a Communist state’s

always attempted to preserve the most friendly relations 
with the Red regime in China, for aggressive action was 
a surprise to many people in Asia and elsewhere. It 
caused great indignation among the Indian people and that 
indignation can hardly be said to have yet subsided. 


Prime Minister Nehru, although, of course, condemning 
the encroachment on Indian territory, refused to be rushed 
into any drastic action, although accused by some of his 
fellowcountrymen of hesitancy, and it is possible that his 
patience may at least partly save the situation for India. 
Optimists are pointing with hope to the nonaggression pact 
and boundary agreement signed last January by Mr. Chou 
and the then Burmese Premier, Gen. Ne Win, in which 
Red China and Burma agreed to adjust their claims in 
three areas along the Sino-Burmese border and to create 
a joint committee to iron out the concrete problems in- 
volved in the longstanding dispute about frontiers. 


The Sino-Indian dispute is, of course, more serious 
than that which caused trouble between Red China and 


Burma. 


Not only had the Chinese Reds actually invaded 


territory which had been under Indian administratior for 
decades but Peiping’s attitude implied that the whol. bor- 


der line along the Himalayas needed revising. 


It seems 


that the Red regime had been harboring this idea for some 
time past, but it was only with the crushing of Tibetan 
liberties and the occupation of all Tibet up to the Indian 
frontier by Red Chinese soldiers that Peiping felt itself 
strong enough to assert claims to new areas in the Hima- 
layan region. ~ The practical value of these areas to the 
Chinese Reds must be very small, but their strategic value 
is considerable and their occupation a blow to India’s 
prestige not only in the political but the cultural sense. 


The Indian Government’s position has been that there 
is no question of negotiating a full frontier agreement 
and that only minor adjustments in certain areas can 
be considered. This view appears to have the wide support 


of Indian public opinion. 


The news of Mr. Chou’s acceptance of the invitation 
to New Delhi was generally well received. The Congress 
Party is apparently prepared to await the statement Mr. 
Nehru is to make in the Indian Parliament before taking 
up any new stand, but the Praja Socialists demand that 
the Prime Minister say in clear and unequivocal terms 
what will be the basis of the talks and demand that the 
Chinese evacuate any disputed areas where their forces 
remain before the negotiations begin. The Communists 
are, of course, making the point that the original sug- 
gestion for a meeting of the two leaders came from Mr. 
Chou En-lai and consequently they regard Mr. Nehru’s 
subsequent invitation as a species of climb<down on his 


part. 


There is much to be said for the “Trust Nehru” attitude 
of elements who expect the Indian Prime Minister will 
be able to achieve a settlement which will not do India 
any harm. He is probably prepared to make some small 
concessions if these will satisfy the Chinese side so as 
to prevent any further armed clashes and secure to 
India a continuance of the peace she needs for her ambi- 
tious plans of economic development. 


The most serious dispute concerns a large area of the 
northern Ladakh plateau which the Chirese are claiming 
and of which they have now entered into political control. 
It has been suggested that India might abandon this area 
in exchange for Chinese withdrawal of their claims else- 


where.

“How is Prime Minister 
Kishi’s plan to develop a joint 
U.S.Japanese effort to aid the 
economies of Southeast Asia 
progressing? What, if anything, 
is holding it up? What is the 
Japanese view on this bold 
proposal?” ‘ 

These questions, directed to 
me by an overseas colleague in 
this “Nations Speak” interna- 
tional forum, is timely, because 
the Japanese legislature is ex- 

ted to enact a law soon for 
the establishment of a corpora- 
tion for Southeast Asian eco- 
nomic cooperation. 


And joint effort in Southeast 
Asia was an important issue 
taken up by President Elsen- 
hower and Prime Minister 
Kishi, when they conferred in 
Washington D.C. following the 
signing on Jan. 19 of the new 
Security Treaty between the 
two countries. 

Prime Minister Kishi thinks 
that Southeast Asian aid will 
be one of the best projects to 
test the efficacy of U.S.Japan 
cooperation, which was _ reaf- 
firmed by the signing of the 
new treaty. 


Better Than Trade 


In the light of his recent 
statements to the press, he 
seems to consider that the 
Southeast Asian aid, as a target 
for endeavors, is better than 
resumption of the now suspend- 
ed trade with Red China. 
While some members of the 
ruling party are, though not 
quite agreeing with the op- 
position Socialist Party, propos- 
ing to do something for trade 
resumption, Kishi is wary be- 
cause the deal with Red China 
might drag Japan into conse- 
quences that contravene her 
basic policy of cooperation 
with the Free World.

million ($14 million) fund as 
the initial outlay for Southeast 
Asian aid. For the manage- 
ment of this fund, a corporatio 

is expected to be established. 
The Cabinet approved last Fri- 
day a law bill for presentation 
to the Diet to seek authorization 
for endowment. 

That fund may be too small 
to justify the inauguration of 
an independent project to stand 
side by side with the Colombo 
plan or the Export-Import Bank 
(of Japan) loan program. But 
the fund .can be later enlarged 
because it is only an initial 
outlay and, in a sense, still 
tentative. It is expected soon 
to be doubled or quadrupled. 

’ Aid in Oil Field 

But Japan is not proposing 
something really big. The 
word “bold proposal” -used in 
the last question might be 
somewhat incorrect, although 
it-is to be hoped that the proj- 
ect will become worthy of that 
appellation. 

The new Japanese corpora- 
tion, which is expected to start 
functioning this summer, will 
proceed with aid 
development in Thailand, 
urushi (lacquer plant) culti- 
vation in Vietnam, Laos, 
Cambodia and Thailand, lum- 
bering in Indonesia and rayon 
pliant construction in Pakistan. 

These development projects 
will not be paying in the strict- 
ly commercial sense of the 
word and the Export-Import 
Bank of Japan cannot finance 
them consequently. But they 
will prove paying on a long- 
run basis. 

In proposing the Southeast 
Asian aid, however, Japan has 
no illusion about her own fi- 
nancial capabilities. Japan is 
not going to put up competition 
with such countries as the So- 
viet Union, Britain or West 
Germany. 

If the United States teams up 
with Japan, the project may 
well become worthy of being 
called “aid.” But Japan is now 
aiming at something that 
should more properly be called 
“cooperation.” For instance

Korean Elections and Japan

SEOUL (UPI)—The Repub- 
lic of Korea’s two major politi- 
cal parties have taken strongly 
divergent stands on the Japan-

Liberal Party is well known: 
tough and uncompromising. 

But Democratic Party leaders 
have advocated publicly—in 
strong terms—a more compro 
mising stand toward Japan, 

“I think it is about time td 
adjust relations with Japan,” 
declared Vice President John 
Myun Chang, repeat Vice Pres- 
idential candidate for his party. 
Chang is the lone Democratic 
candidate in the Presidential 
elections as a result of the 
death of the party’s Presiden- 
tial candidate, Chough Pyung 
Ok. 

“We must let bygones be by- 
gones,” Chang said in an inter- 
view with United Press Inter- 
national. It is necessary to 
establish full trade and diplo- 
matic relations, he added. 

“We must make Japan our 
ally in our fight against com- 
munism,” he said. “Emotional 


elements should not prevail. 
Let's be rational, reasonable 
and calm.” 


However, in spite of his call 
for a more conciliatory attitude 
toward Japan, Chang was 


Soviet Trade Pact 

It is hoped that the newly 
signed Japan-Soviet trade agree- 
ment will pave the way to im- 
provement in relations between 
the two countries. The sign- 
ing of the trade agreement was 
especialiy significant for both 
parties because it had been fear- 
ed that Russo-Japanese _ rela- 
tions might deteriorate over 
charges and refutations regard- 
ing the new Japan-U.S. Security 
Treaty. Development of trade 
will doubtlessly contribute in a 
large measure to the promotion 
of understanding and friendly 
relations between the two coun- 
tries. Aside from this view- 
point, Japanese business lead- 
ers are expecting a great deal 
from the new trade agreement, 
especially because prospects are 
gloomy for resumption of trade 
with Communist China. More- 
over, exports of plant machin- 
eries for the manufacture of 
synthetic fiber, carbon black 
and hitro-lime will provide Ja- 
pan with a new outlet for its 
plant machinery and equipment.

strong on this point: “It does 
not mean that we've forgotten 
what Japan has done to us. 
She must show sincerity.” 


Chang indicated that he be- 
lieves sincerity on the part of 
Japan is one of the key factors 
in bringing about a rapproche- 
ment between the two nations, 
regardless of the party involved 
on Korea's side. 


Chang said he and his party 
are ready to work for a “read- 
justment of relations” between 
the two nations. 

By this he meant that he 
favors a policy of reciprocity 
on such matters as_ trade, 
admission of businessmen, jour- 
nalists and other Japanese to 
Korea, establishment of a Japa- 
nese diplomatic mission in 
Seoul. 

Chang, like his late colleague, 
Chough, said the controversial 
“Rhee line” issue should be 
settled by diplomatic 
tiations or by submitting the 
matter to the International 
Court of Justice. 

Rhee, questioned about the 
Democratic stand during an in- 
terview, had this to say: 

“Opposition parties always 
maintain that they can do every 
thing better than the party 
in power. This is the essence 
of politics. 

“However, in the matter of 
relations with Japan, the oppo- 
sition party will need to soft- 
pedal such stateménts if it 
hopes to get any votes at all. 

“Koreans are wholly united 


on two subjects: anticom- 
munism and aé firm = stand 
against Japanese policies of 


dominance, neo-colonialism and 
self-asserted superiority, 

“The present Government has 
tried over many years—since 
even before Japan had fully 
regained her sovereignty——to 
solve the various problems and 
difficulties that exist in our re- 
lations with the Japanese. 
These efforts have never ceased 
and are continuing even now. 

“Korea might have opposi- 
tion-defined ‘better relations’ 
with Japan by surrendering to 
the Japanese on the various is- 
sues involved. But I believe 
that such a settlement would 
be rejected by the Korean peo- 
ple overwhelmingly. If the op- 
position seeks to stand on such 
a platform, its rejection will be 


just as resounding. 


“We shall continue to make 
every honorable effort to per- 
suade the Japanese to join us 
in loyalty to the Free World 
and to cooperate wih’ ys .for 
the independence, the pros- 
perity, and the equality of our 
two nations and peoples. 

“But yield to Japan's pres- 
sures and demands we shall 
not. I challenge the opposition 
party to make ublic its 
detailed program for ‘better 
relations’ with Japan and then 
let the people decide.” 

There are plenty of business- 
men and politicians in ul— 
some of them in Rhee’s own 
Liberal Party—who are in 
favor of easing some of the 
severe restrictions on trade and 
on the travel of Japanese to 
Korea. 

But even the most liberal- 
minded Koreans on this issue 
all strongly emphasized this 
one point: Japan must show 
sincerity.

products, like fertilizers and 
textiles, which are urgently 
needed in Southeast Asia. The 


fund to be obtained in payment 
in local currencies will then 
be loaned out for local develop- 
ment projects. 


Japan wants to keep up and 
even enlarge trade with South- 
east Asian countries, because 
that will contribute to world 
prosperity and world peace. At 
present, trade with Southeast 
Asia is being conducted most- 
ly under bilateral agreements. 
But as trade liberalization 
measures are now gradually 
abolishing government control 
in Japan, Japanese business- 
men may prefer to trade only 
with advanced countries in fu- 
ture. 


That is because the advanced 
countries have more purchas- 
ing power and more to offer 
for Japanese imports. When 
Japan wants to export to South- 
east Asia, Japan must buy 
something from there. But the 
trouble is that the desired 
oods may not be. available 
there. It is, therefore, noces- 
sary first to cooperate in local 
development projects and make 
sure that Japan can find the 
import goods in Southeast Asia. 


Small Start 


But this applies not only to 
Japan but to other advanced 
countries including the United 
States. The Soviet Union, for 
instance, is extending large 
credits to countries in Asia, 
Africa and the Middle East. 


The United States, and the 
United Nations for that matter, 
is sponsoring many develop- 
ment projects in Southeast 
Asia. So a new joint US- 
Japan effort may seem super- 
fluous. But some ambitious 
programs for industrialization 
have not met with success in 
Asia. Under the circumstances, 
it many be a good idea to intro- 
duce first asmall business 
venture and build it up to 
something larger. On that 
score, Japan with ample ex- 
perience in her own small-scale 
industries can surely contribute 
much to economic development. 


It is true that an easy for- 
mula to combine Japanese 
know-how and products with 
American money is tantamount 
to perpetuation of Japanese 
egotism. The real point at is- 
sue should be how better Ja- 
pan and the United States can 
carry out a program for South- 
east Asian aid. And Prime 
Minister Kishi's Government is 
now taking steps to test his 
idea in practice in some initial 
undertakings.

JAPANESE by Cecil Beaton: 
Weidenfeld & Nicolson: Pilates, 
132 pp; Text, x1 pp. Price. 50s. 


It is wonderful what one 
can learn about Japan in just 
one short month, the length 
of time that Cecil Beaton and 
Truman Capote—they came 
together and this book is dedi- 
cated to the latter—spent on 
these shores two years ago. 


One can learn that: Haneda 
Airport contains “afi atmos- 
phere of tranquility and imma- 
culate precision;” that all of 
Utaemon’s movements are 
“copied by all the fashionable 
ladies of Tokyo;” that “today, 
every Japanese dabbles in the 
art” of flower arranging; that 
“the weekend always finds 
Kyoto citizens attending ... 
classical Noh drama;” that “it 
is considered an insult for a 
young man to send his girl 
friend a bottle of perfume;” 
that at the Kabuki “helpless 
audiences go into a trance;” 
that Kawabata lives in that 
“quiet artists’ colony” called 
Kamakura; that in the elegant 
Bunrakuza “the simple, peas- 
ant audiences” are “utterly 
absorbed;” that Madame Azuma 
has “the dignity and assur- 
ance of Sarah Bernhardt;” and 
that “one reason for the peren- 
nial youth of these people is 
that there is never a frown or 
look of anxiety on their faces.” 


The is much more, but after 
this one rather hurriedly turns 
to the pictures, remembering 
that Beaton is primarily a pho- 
tographer, thinking too that 
lis interest in the elegant, the 
tasteful, the refined, the chic, 
might have produced reflections 
a bit more adequate. Here too, 
however, one is disappointed. 


He originally came on assign- 
ment from Harper's Bazaar 
and one of his duties was to 
photograph “society” for these 
exclusive and glossy pages. 
One can imagine his, and their, 
chagrin at discovering that 
there is no “society,” except 
that represented by a distant 
royalty and the dumpy wives 
of current zaibatsu surrounded 
by fringed velour, cast ormolu, 
and other indications of Ed- 
wardian high-life. 


The disappointment shows: 
the pictures are very pe 
destrian, and also extremely 
poorly reproduced for a volume 
as expensive as this one; in 
some cases they are even vis- 
ibly retouched. The line draw- 
ings which illustrate the text 
are equally tentative, exercises 
in chinoiserie, somewhat like 
a Marcel Vertes in Hongkong. 


The blurb for the book, a 
rather frantic example of its 
kind, says: “It would be hard 
to imagine a happier conjunc- 
tion of artist and subject than 
Cecil Beaton and Japan.” It 
would not be hard at all. I 
can think of several off hand. 
Still, we must be grateful for 
small blessings. Imagine what 
the book would have been 
like had he stayed for two 
months.—DONALD RICHIE

~Nehru-Chou Meet ei 


Three Main Possibilities in Outcome 


By HENRY 


NEW DELHI (AP)—What is 
the likely outcome of the meet- 
ing here in April between Pre- 
miers Nehru and Chou En-lai 
on the border dispute between 
India and Communist China? 

The meeting, is not expected 
to produce a dramatic immedi- 
ate settlement. But it prob- 
ably will start machinery which, 
both sides hope, can grind out 
an agreement, 


Nehru is not optimistic about 
the meeting. Its “fruitfulness is 
very limited at present—lI can- 
not rule it out completely,” 
Nehru said last Wednesday. 


Chou’s letter accepting the in- 
vitation to come: to New \Delhi 
speaks only of exploring “ave- 
nues which may lead to a 
peaceful settlement.” 


Three main possibilities for 
the outcome of the meeting are 
seen here: 


1. Continued complete  dis- 
agreement. The meeting could 
end in deadlock, 


The two countries, in diplo- 
matic notes, have firmly dec- 
lared their claims on the basis 
of conflicting interpretations of 
history, geography and ethno- 
logy. 


A breakdown of the meeting 
probably would not worry the 
Chinese. They are prepared 
for a long pull for areas which 
they have been insisting—with 
varying degrees of emphasis 
and energy for more than half 
a century—belong to them. 


But Nehru will try hard to 
avoid a continued deadlock. He 
is worried that the constant 
border tension might again ex- 
plode into clashes like the two 
battles last year in which 12 
Indians were killed by the Chi- 
nese, or into worse trouble, 


India needs peace on the bor- 
der to concentrate on economic 


development. 
2. A trade of part of Ladakh 
for the Northeast Frontier 


Agency (NEFA). 

India might relinquish her 
claim to the Aksai Chin platecu 
of Ladakh, which the Chinese 
now control, if Peiping gives up 
its claim to the Himalayan foot- 
hills of NEFA, which is In- 
dian-administered. 

This is a possibility that wor- 
ried Nehru’s opposition in Par- 
liament, both right and left, Un- 
der their pressure, India’s claim 
to Ladakh has become increas- 
ingly more firm and decisive in 
the last few months. 

In September Nehru describ- 
ed Aksai Chin as an “uninhabi- 
table area ... where not even 
a blade of grass grows, about 
17,000 feet high .. . It is a mat- 
ter for argument as to what part 
of it belongs to us and what 
part of it belongs tq somebody 
else.” 

NEFA is inhabited by about 
750,000 persons, mostly jungle 
tribes for whom Nehru has in- 
dicated a sense of responsibility. 

Nehru has said he will nezo- 
tiate minor adjustments of the 
McMahon line, which forms the 
NEFA border with Tibet, but 
sticks to the border generally. 

Nehru knows it is military im- 
possible any time in the fore- 
seeable future for India to 
mount an offensive to eject the 
Chinese from Aksai Chin, And 
Indic is not prepared to make 
an effective defense of NEFA if 
the Chinese tried to grab it. 

The recent Chinese agree- 
ment with Burma, on their bor- 
der dispute, might indicate a 
tendency of Peiping to accept 
a status quo. This would how- 
ever, reverse the historic Cui- 
nese policy of never relinquish- 
ing any claim to an area which 
they held any time in history. 

Although Nehru is believed 
by many to think that logic 
impels the trade of Aksai Chin 
for NEFA, the strength of op- 
position in India to any aban- 
donment of its borders is too 
strong for Nehru to do any horse 
trading with the Chinese. 

Nehru already is sensitive to 
the fact that his handling of 
the border dispute has brought 
him the most severe criticism 
since he took control of inde- 
pendent India. 

Therefore any tendency to- 
ward a trade at the April meet- 
ing might be channelled into 
the third possibility. 

3. Establishment of a border 
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commission to study the situa- 
tion and seek to reach agree- 
ment. 


This is the most likely out- 
come of the meeting after the 
joint communique of peace and 
friendship has faded away. 


Itsloes not guarantee a settle- 
ment, but at least offers some 
assurance against all but the 
most accidental border clashes. 


* In order to strengthen their 
case along Tibet's borders, the 
Chinese are expected to appoint 
some Tibetan puppets to the 
commission. 


The members would examine 
the confusing welter of ancient 
treaties, records of explorations 
and traditional tributes to reli- 
gious leaders given in the dis- 
puted areas. 


It is unlikely that examina- 
tion by itself would discover 
any basis settlement, but the 
process might soften up Indian 
opinion for accepting an agree- 
ment that gives away some- 
thing. 


The current tough tone of the 
Chinese indicates they are not 
likely to give away much, and 
certainly would expect India to 
concede something, 


To the meeting, and what- 
ever follows jt, faces India with 
the choice of a continued cold 
war in the Himalayas, which 
might become a hot war, or re- 
drawing her maps in one or two 
places.
